1. The name of the Company is NATIONAL MULTI-COMMODITY EXCHANGE OF INDIA LIMITED. 

The Capital clause of the Memorandum of Association of the Company has been altered vide special resolution dated 
March 24, 2006 and after such amendment, the clause reads as under: 

V. The Authorised Share Capital of the Company is Rs. 25,00,00,000/- (Rupees Twenty Five Crores only) divided 

into 2,50,00,000 (Two Crores Fifty Lacs) Equity Share of Rs. 10/- (Rupees Ten only) each. 

The Capital clause of the Memorandum of Association of the Company has been altered vide special resolution dated 
March 20, 2010 and after such amendment, the clause reads as under: 

V. The Authorised Share Capital of the Company is Rs. 50,00,00,000/- (Rupees Fifty Crores only) divided into 
5, 00,00,000 (Five Crores) Equity Share of Rs. 10/- (Rupees Ten only) each. 

The Capital clause of the Memorandum of Association of the Company has been altered vide special resolution dated 
September 30, 2010 and after such amendment, the clause reads as under: 

V. The Authorised Share Capital of the Company is Rs. 55,00,00,000/- (Rupees Fifty Five Crores only) divided into 
5, 00,00,000 (Five Crores) Equity Share of Rs. 10/- (Rupees Ten only) each and 50,00,000 (Fifty Lacs) Preference 
Shares of Rs. 10 (Rupees Ten only) each. 

Clause No. 64 A has been Inserted to the Articles of Association of the Company vide Special resolution dated 
September 30, 2010 as under: 

64A Capitalization 

a) The Company in General Meeting may resolve that any moneys, investments, or other assets forming 
part of the undivided profits of the Company standing to the credit of the reserve fund, or any capital 
redemption reserve accounts or in the hands of the Company and available for dividend (representing 
premium received on the issue of shares and standing to the credit to the share premium account) be 
capitalized and distributed amongst such of the shareholders as would be entitled to receive the same 
if distributed by way of dividend and in the same proportion on the footing that they become entitled 
thereto as capital and that all or any part of such capitalized fund be applied on behalf of such 
shareholders in paying up in full either at par or at such premium as the resolution may provide, any 
un-issued shares of the Company which shall be distributed accordingly or in or towards payment shall 
be accepted by such share holders in full satisfaction of their interest in the said capitalized sum provided 
that a share premium account and a capital redemption reserve account may for the purpose of this 
article, only be applied in the paying of any un-issued shares to be issued to members of the Company 
as fully paid bonus shares. 

b) A General Meeting may resolve that any surplus money arising from the realization of any capital assets 
of the Company or any investment representing the same or any other undistributed profits of the 
Company not subject to charge for income tax be distributed among the members on the footing that 
they receive the same as capital. 

c) For the propose of giving effect to any resolution under the proceeding paragraphs of this Articles, the 
Board may settle any difficulty which may arise in regards to the distribution as it thinks expedient and 
in particulars may issue fractional certificates. 

Clause 133 of the Articles of Association of the Company has been altered vide special resolution dated July 2, 
2011 , as under: 

133 Chairman and Vice Chairman of the Board 

The Directors may elect their Chairman and Vice Chairman and determine the period for which they will hold 
office. All meetings of the Board shall be presided over by such Chairman if present, but if in any meetings 
of Directors, the Chairman be not present, at the time appointed for holding the same, then the Vice 
Chairman shall preside over the meeting. In absence of both Chairman and Vice Chairman, the Directors, 
shall choose one of the Directors then present to preside over the meeting. However, if financial institutions 
hold equity in the Company, the appointment of Chairman shall be governed by Shareholder's agreement. 
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• Clause 2 (fa) has been Inserted and Clause 133 has been altered of Articles of Association of the company vide 
Special resolution dated September 19, 2011, as under: 

2 (fa) "Commission" means the Eorward Markets Commission established under Section 3 of the Eorward Contracts 
(Regulation) Act, 1952 (including its re-enactment) and directions of which in all matters as may be stipulated 
in any of the Shareholders Agreement (including "Reserved Matters"), shall be implemented notwithstanding 
anything contrary contained in Articles of Association, Rules, Regulations, Bye Laws or any Agreement. 

113. Board of Directors, Nomination of Independent Directors and Appointment of Chief Executive: 

I. BOARD OE DIRECTORS 

The composition of the Board of Directors shall be as under: 

1.1 Not less than one half of the strength of the Board of Directors shall be Independent Directors subject to 
the conditions, 

i) 4 Directors or 25% of the strength of the Board whichever is higher, shall be appointed by the Forward 
Markets Commission; and 

ii) the remaining directors of the Board shall be appointed by the Exchange with the prior approval of the 
Forward Markets Commission. 

• Clause 113, 133 and 138 of the Articles of Association of the Company have been altered vide special resolution 
dated July 27, 2013 as under: 

113 Constitution of Board of Directors, Nomination and role of Independent Directors and Appointment of Chief 
Executives 

I. BOARD OF DIRECTORS: 

The composition of the Board of Directors shall be as under: 

1.1 Not less than 50% (one-half) of the strength of the Board of Directors shall be Independent Directors of 
whom:- 

(i) 4 Independent Directors shall be appointed by the Forward Markets Commission (henceforth called 
the Commission) u/s. 6(2)(b) of Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 and 

(ii) The remaining Independent Directors of the Board shall be appointed by the Exchange with the prior 
approval of the Commission. 

1.2 The remaining posts of Directors of the Board may comprise of shareholder directors who shall be 
appointed by the Exchange. This category also includes any full time Executive Director other than the 
Managing Director/ Chief Executive. 

1.3 The Managing Director shall be an ex-officio director of the Board and shall not be included in either 
category of independent directors or shareholder directors. 

1.4 The Chairperson of the Board of Directors of the Exchange shall be an Independent 
Director appointed by the Commission. 

1.5 The persons to be appointed as Directors on the Board of Directors of the Exchange should satisfy the 
criteria of "fit and proper person" as may be prescribed from time to time by the Commission. 

n. BOARD COMMITTEES 

2.1 All the Committees of the Board of Directors shall include at least one Independent Director. 

2.2 The independent directors shall constitute at least two third of the members of the Audit Committee and the 
Compensation Committee. These Committees will be chaired by an independent Director appointed by the 
Commission. 

2.3 The Agenda for Board/Committee meetings should invariably be served to all Directors including independent 
Directors at least 7 working days in advance of the date of the Board/ Committee meeting. The Agenda should 
be accompanied with the underlying detailed notes on each point for discussion in the Board /Committee 
meeting. 

2.4 Agenda items of very urgent nature and not involving major policy issues may be served at shorter notice 
but not less than 3 working days prior to the Board /Committee 
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m. INDEPENDENT DIRECTORS: 

3. The details of the person to be nominated / appointed as independent director shall be submitted to the Commission 

in the specified format as may be prescribed by the Commission from time to time. The Exchange is required to 
forward at least three names (in the specified format) for every vacancy of independent director. The Commission 
may however, appoint an independent director other than from the names suggested by the Exchange. 

3.1 The eligibility conditions for nomination / appointment as independent director on the Board of Directors 

shall be as follows 

3.1.1 The candidate should be a person of integrity who either represents the farmers, traders, exporters, 
importers. Investor associations or be an expert on Commodities Derivatives Markets, Finance, Accounting, 
Management, Law, academics having knowledge of commodity economy / derivatives trading. 

3.1.2 The candidate should have adequate experience /educational qualifications in the relevant areas. 

3.1.3 The persons who are / were holding positions of trust and responsibility in public organizations or 
persons who are retired from such positions shall be preferred over other candidates. 

3.1.4 The candidate should not have been related to the Exchange in any manner during the three years prior 
to his/her appointment as Independent Director. 

3.1.5 The candidate should neither be related to nor have any pecuniary relationship (apart from receiving 
the sitting fees) or transaction with the Company (Exchange), its promoters, substantial shareholders (i.e. 
the shareholder owning two percent or more shares), directors, senior management, holding company, 
subsidiaries and associates. 

3.1.6 Persons who are regular traders/speculators in the market will not be eligible to be considered for such 
nomination. 

3.2 The Tenure and terms & conditions for appointment of Independent Director at the Board of Directors shall 

be as foliows:- 

3.2.1 The term of an Independent Director shall be normally three years. However, the Commission may 
approve the appointment of Independent Director for a term of less than 3 years as deemed fit. 

3.2.2 The Independent Directors shall have a maximum of 2 terms of 3 years each. In addition to the other 
requirements prescribed herein, the application for re - nomination of an independent director shall be 
accompanied with his / her attendance details on the various Board / Committee meetings during his 
/ her last tenure. 

3.2.3 The Independent Directors shall hold office for the tenure of their appointment subject to a maximum 
age limit of 70 years. 

3.2.4 A person shall not act as Independent Director on more than one Commodity Exchange simultaneously. 

3.2.5 The Independent Directors and the Chairperson of the Board of Directors shall be entitled to only sitting 
fees for discharging his/ her duties and attending Board / Committee meetings. They shall not be granted 
any ESOP or any tangible or intangible benefits by the Exchange. 

3.2.6 The independent director shall always act in larger public interest, actively participate in the proceedings 
of the Board / Committee meetings and amongst others, he/she shall guide the Exchange in governance 
and regulatory matters. As the Exchange is a Self Regulatory Organization, he/she would emphasize on 
absolute compliance by the Exchange with provisions of the Rules, Regulations, Byelaws and Memorandum 
& Articles of Association of the Exchange, directives/ circulars/ guidelines of the Commission both in 
letter and spirit. 

3.2.7 The Independent Directors should submit a brief report on the important developments / decisions taken 
along with their views on the decisions taken in the meetings of the Board / Committee within a week 
of the conclusion of the Board /Committee meeting. 

3.2.8 The nomination of the Independent Director can be terminated by the Commission at any point of time 
before the expiry of his / her term, if it is of the view that such an action is required in public interest. 
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IV MANAGING DIRECTOR/CHIEF EXECUTIVE; 

4.1 The appointment, renewal of appointment, terms and conditions of service (including remuneration) and the 
premature termination of services of the Managing Director / Chief Executive (subject to the Managing 
Director/ Chief Executive being given an opportunity of being heard against such termination or removal), shall 
be subject to prior approval of the Commission. 

4.2 In case the Managing Director / Chief Executive resigns voluntarily, it would only be informed to the 
Commission by the Exchange. In such cases, the senior most executive of the Exchange shall take care of the 
day to day affairs of the Exchange until a new incumbent is appointed as Managing Director / Chief Executive. 

4.3 The Exchange shall determine the manner of selection, terms and conditions of appointment and other 
procedural formalities associated with the selection/ appointment of the Managing Director /Chief Executive. 

4.4 The Exchange should adopt a transparent procedure of selection of the Managing Director / Chief Executive, 
such as selection committee and the process of selection. 

4.5 The proposal seeking approval of the Commission for the appointment/ termination of services of Managing 
Director / Chief Executive shall be submitted to the Commission only with the prior approval of the Board 
of Directors of the Exchange. While recommending the names of the selected candidate(s) to the Commission, 
the detailed procedure of selection and also the basis of selection should be indicated. The Exchange shall 
submit an undertaking that the necessary due diligence has been carried out by them with respect to the 
verification of antecedents, credentials and experience of the proposed person/s. 

4.6 At the time of seeking approval of the Commission for the appointment of the Managing Director/Chief 
Executive, the Exchange shall also seek approval for the remuneration of the Managing Director/Chief Executive 
from the Commission. While recommending the remuneration for the Managing Director/ Chief Executive, the 
Exchange shall take into consideration the following: 

a) Role and responsibilities of the Managing Director / Chief Executive 

b) Einancial condition /health of the Exchange 

c) Comparability to the industry standards 

d) Revenues, net profit of the Exchange 
The Exchange shall ensure that: 

i. The variable component of the remuneration of Managing Director/ Chief Executive does not exceed 
one third of the total remuneration. 

ii. No incentives are provided for excessive risks in the short term. 

iii. The variable component of the remuneration is paid only after the audited annual accounts for the 
year are approved by the Board of Directors. 

4.6.1 Any change in the remuneration or conditions of service of Managing Director/Chief Executive will 
also require prior approval of the Commission. 

4 .6.2 The remuneration of Managing Director / Chief Executive of the Exchange already appointed with the 
approval of the Commission shall also be in accordance with the above norms. 

4.7 It will be the responsibility of the Board of Directors to appoint the Managing Director / Chief Executive 
and the same cannot be delegated to a Committee of the Board. 

4.8 The Managing Director /Chief Executive shall hold office for the tenure of his appointment subject to 
the maximum age limit of 60 years. 

4.9 The Managing Director / Chief Executive of the Exchange should be a person of high calibre, integrity 
and expertise and should have sufficient authority to manage the affairs of the Exchange. 

4.10 It shall be the duty of the Managing Director/Chief Executive of the Exchange to ensure that at least 
once in a quarter, the Board of Directors is informed about the various directions of Central Government 
/ Commission relating to the Exchange and the status of their compliance. 

4.11 It shall be the duty of the Managing Director/Chief Executive to give effect to the directives, guidelines, 
orders, circulars issued by the Commission / Government of India in order to implement the applicable 
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provisions of law, rules, and regulations as also the Rules, Regulations, Byelaws and Memorandum and 
Articles of Association of the Exchange. Any failure in this regard will make the Managing Director/Chief 
Executive liable for removal from or termination of service by the Board of Directors of the Exchange 
with the prior approval of the Commission, or on receipt of directions to that effect from the Forward 
Markets Commission, subject to the Managing Director / Chief Executive being given an opportunity 
of being heard against such termination or removal. 

4.12 The person to be appointed as Managing Director / Chief Executive of the Exchange should satisfy the 
criteria of "fit and proper person" as may be prescribed by the Commission from time to time. 

133 Chairperson of the Board 

The Chairperson of the Board of Directors shall be an Independent Director appointed by the Forward Markets 
Commission. The Board of Directors may elect Chairperson out of Independent Directors appointed by the 
Forward Markets Commission and determine the period for which he shall to hold office. All meetings of the 
Board shall be presided over by such Chairperson, if present. But if at any meeting of the Board of Directors, 
the Chairperson be not present, within 15 minutes from the time appointed for holding the same the Directors, 
shall choose one of the Independent Directors appointed by the Forward Markets Commission then present 
to preside at the meeting. 

138 Committees of the Board of Directors and other Committees 

L Subject to the approval of the Forward Markets Commission, the Board of Directors may constitute such 
Committees of Board, as it may deem fit. 

ii. All the Committees of the Board of Directors shall include at least one Independent Director. 

iii. The constitution, chairperson, tenure, terms of reference, powers and duties of the Committee of the Board 
will be decided by the Board of Directors from time to time. 

iv. The Board of Directors may constitute such other Committees of Directors / Executives / Independent 
Experts as may be deemed fit for smooth functioning of the Company and decide its constitution, terms 
of reference, etc. 

• Clause 75A, 75B and 75C of the Articles of Association of the Company have been inserted vide special resolution 

dated August 02, 2014, as under: 

75 A: FMC's Guidelines /directions /norms, etc. to be binding on the Company 

75A.1. The Company, each of its members and shareholders and their governance in relation to the Company and 

its business is regulated by the Forward Markets Commission, Department of Economics Affairs, Ministry 
of Finance, Government of India (EMC) and/or other regulators and competent authority under applicable 
laws. The Company and each of the members and shareholders shall strictly comply with the guidelines, 
directions, norms, instructions, regulations etc. that may be issued by any of the regulators or competent 
authorities from time to time. 

75A.2 The Company and each of its members and shareholders and their eligibility to become and remain members 

and shareholders of the company and other right, privileges and obligations in the Company are governed 
by the Companies Act and/or the Guidelines/Directions/Norms etc. as amended or revised from time to time, 
prescribed /issued by the EMC including the norms regarding Shareholding, Ownership, Net Worth, Fit and 
Proper Criteria, etc. as may be applicable. The members, shareholders and the Company shall comply with 
such guidelines, directions, norms, instructions, regulations etc. within such period as may be specified in 
this regard by EMC or other regulators or competent authorities or within such reasonable period as may 
be deemed appropriate by the Board of Directors of the Company. 

75A.3 The guidelines, directions, norms, instruction, regulations etc. issued by EMC or other regulators from time 

to time, including the revised norms regarding Shareholding, Ownership, Net Worth, Fit and Proper criteria, 
etc. issued by EMC shall be deemed to form an integral part of the Memorandum and Articles of Association 
of the Company and any amendment to such guidelines, directions, norms, instructions, regulations etc. 
shall be deemed to have been incorporation in the Memorandum and Articles of Association, and the rules 
and bye-laws of the Company. Accordingly, the provisions contained in the revised norms issued by the 
Commission, vide its letter No.l/l/2014-MD-I/B dated 06-05-2014 with respect to Ownership, Net Worth, Fit 
and Proper Criteria, etc. are incorporated and shall always deemed to be part of the Articles of Association 
of the Company.

The Company shall, on being requested by a member and shareholder, send to him within 10 days of the 
receipt of the request and subject to payment of such fees as may be determined by the Board from time 
to time, a copy of each of the guidelines, norms or instructions issued by PMC or any other regulators or 
competent authorities, which guidelines, norms or instructions are deemed to form an integral part of the 
Memorandum and Articles of Association and Bye-laws of the Company. 

Restrictions on Shareholding 

No person shall, directly or indirectly, acquire or hold equity shares of the Company unless he is a fit and 
proper person as per the criteria laid down in the guidelines, directions, norms, etc. instructions issued by 
PMC or any other regulators or competent authorities under applicable laws. 

No person shall, directly or indirectly, either individually or together with persons acting in concert, acquire/ 
hold equity shares exceeding the prescribed percentage of the paid up equity share capital without the 
requisite approval of the PMC. 

In the event of any person ceasing to be a 'fit and proper person' or being declared so by the PMC or any 
other regulator or competent authorities, such person shall forthwith divest his shareholding. 

Divestment of Shareholding 

Any shareholder of the Company holding shares in excess of the percentage that he is entitled to hold, 
whether by reason of such person being declared as not fit and proper, or for any other reason, whether 
such reason arises out of a direction or order of the Central or State Government, Forward Markets 
Commission or any order passed by a court, tribunal or any other statutory authority, or otherwise, shall 
forthwith divest his shareholding and the voting rights of such person shall stand extinguished and any 
corporate benefit in lieu of such holding shall be kept in abeyance / withheld by the Company. 

The Company shall take necessary steps as it may deem fit so as to ensure that the shareholding of such 
person is divested forthwith upon such direction or order of a competent authority. 

On being declared as not fit and proper person to continue to hold the shares of the Company, the Company 
may call upon the concerned shareholder to divest his shares forthwith. The Company shall simultaneously 
require the Registrar and Share Transfer Agent, Depositories and Depository Participant etc. to note the 
extinguishment of the voting rights in respect of the shares of the said shareholder and freeze the beneficiary 
account of the said shareholder. 

In the event the said shareholder fails or neglects to divest the shares within such time as prescribed in the 
communication from the Company, the said shareholders shall be deemed to have irrevocably constituted, 
nominated and appointed the Board of Directors of the Company as the agents for such shareholder. The 
Board of Directors shall cause to transfer such shares immediately to an escrow account which would be 
opened and operated by the Board of Directors of the Company and the Board of Directors may request 
respective Registrar & Share Transfer Agent, Depository and Depository Participants to transfer the entire 
shareholding or the shares held in excess of the permissible limits to the escrow account opened and operated 
by the Board of Directors to ensure compliance with the order/guidelines/direction/norms, etc. of the Central 
or State Government, Forward Markets Commission or any court, tribunal or any other statutory / competent 
authority for the disposal of such shares from such escrow account. However, if any shares are attached 
by any competent authority, such transfer or sell of those shares shall be subject to approval of such 
competent authority. 

The Board of Directors of the Company shall act either by itself and or through a registered intermediary, 
as an agent to deal with and dispose of such shares in such manner as the Board may consider fit, to ensure 
prompt compliance of the order, guidelines, directions, norms, instructions, regulations etc. of the Central or 
State Government, Forward Markets Commission or any court, tribunal or any other statutory / competent 
authority. 

All moneys realized from the sale of shares held in escrow, shall be paid over to the said shareholder, subject 
to lien (if any) on such shares and after deducting the expenses incurred by the Company for disposing off 
said shares. 
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• Clause 113, 133 and 138 of the Articles of Association of the Company have been altered vide special resolution dated 

August 02, 2014, as under: 

113 Constitution of Board of Directors, Committees, Nomination and role of Independent Directors and Appointment 

of Managing Director / Chief Executive 

I. BOARD OF DIRECTORS: The Board shall include: 

1. Shareholder directors; 

2. Independent directors; and, 

3. Managing Director. 

The composition of the Board of Directors shall be as under: 

1.1 Not less than 50%(one-half) of the strength of the Board of Directors shall be Independent Directors 
of whom:- 

i) 4 Independent Directors shall be appointed by the Forward Markets Commission (henceforth called 
the Commission) u/s 6(2) (b) of EC (R) Act, 1952 and 

ii) The remaining Independent Directors of the Board shall be appointed by the Exchange Company with the prior 
approval of the Commission. 

1.2 The remaining posts of Directors of the Board, other than those appointed as Independent Directors under 
clause 1.1 above, shall comprise of shareholder directors, this category also includes any full time Executive 
Director other than the Managing Director/ Chief Executive. The Shareholder Directors shall be appointed by 
the Exchange Company with the prior approval of the Commission. 

1.3 The Managing Director shall be an ex- officio director of the Board and shall not be included in either category 
of independent directors or shareholder directors. 

1.4. The Chairperson of the Board of Directors of the Exchange shall be an Independent Director and shall be 
appointed with the prior approval of the Commission. 

1.5 No trading member or clearing member or their associates and agents shall be on the Board. 

1.6 Foreign Institutional Investor/Foreign Portfolio Investor as defined in Securities and Exchange Board of India 
(Foreign Portfolio Investors) Regulations, 2014 shall not have any representation on the Board. 

1.7 The persons to be appointed as Directors should satisfy the criteria of "fit and proper person" as may be 
prescribed from time to time by the Commission. 

II. MANDATORY COMMITTEES : 

2.1 In order to ensure effective oversight of the functioning of the Exchange, various committees are to be formed. 
The Mandatory Committees along with its composition and functions may be prescribed from time to time 
by the Commission. The Mandatory Committees shall be minimum number of Committees to be constituted, 
however, the Exchange Company may constitute more Committees as per requirement. 

2.2 Independent external persons to be appointed to Committees: 

The independent external persons shall be from amongst the persons of integrity, having a sound reputation 
and not having any conflict of interest. They shall be specialists in the field of work assigned to the committee. 
The Exchange Company shall frame the guidelines for appointment, tenure, code of conduct, etc., of independent 
external persons. Extension of the tenure may be granted at the expiry of the tenure pursuant to a review of 
the contribution, record of attendance at meetings, etc. 

2.3 The Agenda for Board/Committee meetings should invariably be served to all members of the Board/ 
Committee including Independent Directors at least 7 working days in advance of the date of the Board/ 
Committee meeting. The Agenda should be accompanied with the underlying detailed notes on each point 
for discussion in the Board/Committee meeting. Agenda items of very urgent nature and not involving major 
policy issues may be served at shorter notice but not less than 3 working days prior to the Board /Committee 
meeting. 

2.4 The Exchange Company shall submit details about the functioning of Committees by way of Quarterly 
development report to the Commission. 
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m. INDEPENDENT DIRECTORS: 

3.1. The Exchange Company is required to forward at least two names (in the specified format) for every vacancy 
of independent director. The Commission may however, appoint an independent director other than from the 
names suggested by the Exchange Company. 

3.2 In addition to the criteria laid down in Section 149 (6) of the Companies Act, 2013, the eligibility conditions for 
nomination/appointment as independent director on the Board of Exchange Company shall be as follows-: 

a) The candidate should be a person of integrity who either represents the farmers, traders, exporters, importers. 
Investor associations or be an expert on Commodities Derivatives Markets, Finance, Accounting, Management, 
Law, academics having knowledge of commodity economy/derivatives trading. 

b) The candidate should have relevant experience/educational qualifications. 

The persons who are/were holding positions of trust and responsibility in public organizations or person who 
are retired from such positions may be preferred over other candidates. 

c) Persons who are regular traders/speculators in the market will not be eligible to be considered for such 
nomination. 

3.3 The Tenure and terms & conditions for appointment of independent Directors at the Board of Directors shall 
be as follows-: 

a) The term of an Independent Director shall be normally three years. However, the Commission may approve the 
appointment of Independent Director for a term of less than 3 years as deemed fit. The appointment of the 
Independent Director can be terminated by the Commission at any point of time before the expiry of his/her 
tenure. 

b) The Independent Directors shall have a maximum of 2 terms of 3 years each. 

c) A person shall not act as Independent Director on more than one Commodity Exchange simultaneously. 

d) The Remuneration payable to Independent Directors shall be as per the provisions of Section-197 of the 
Companies Act, 2013. 

e) The Independent directors shall, endeavour to attend all the Board of Directors meetings and they shall be liable 
to vacate office if they remain absent for three consecutive meetings of the Board of Directors or do not attend 
seventy five per cent of the total meetings of the Board of Directors in a calendar year. 

f) The Independent Directors shall meet separately, at least once in six months to exchange views on critical issues. 

g) The Independent Directors shall submit a report to the Commission within a week of the conclusion of the 
Board/Committee meeting in case of any difference of opinion or disagreement they have or had with 
the decisions taken by the Board/Committee or any other matter which they would like bring to the 
attention of the Commission. 

h) If any issue arises as to whether an assignment or position of an independent director is in conflict with his 
role, the Commission's decision shall be final. 

i) In case of extension of the term of the independent director or appointment of a new independent director, the 
Exchange Company shall apply to the Commission two months before the expiry of the term. In addition to the 
other requirements prescribed herein, the application for extension of term of the independent director shall be 
accompanied with, his/her attendance details on meetings of various mandatory committees and on the Board 
of Directors of the Exchange. 

j) The independent director shall not be subject to retirement by rotation. 

k) The existing independent directors as on the date of issue of directions dated June 11, 2014 shall continue 
holding the post, till a new independent director is appointed in his place. 

JV. SHAREHOLDER DIRECTORS 

4.1 The names of persons to be appointed as shareholder directors shall first be approved by the Board of Directors 
of the Exchange Company, followed by shareholders' approval before submitting the same to the Commission 
for approval. 

4.2 The manner of election, appointment, tenure, resignation, vacation etc. of Shareholder Directors shall be 
governed by the Companies Act, 2013 and the Equity Listing Agreement, if applicable, save as otherwise 
specifically provided under the Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 and directives issued there under. 
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V. APPOINTMENT OF MANAGING DIRECTOR: 

5.1 The appointment, renewal of appointment, terms and conditions of service (including remuneration) and the premature 
termination of services of the Managing Director/Chief Executive (subject to the Managing Director/Chief Executive 
being given an opportunity of being heard against such termination or removal), shall be subject to prior approval of 
the Commission. However, in case the Managing Director/Chief Executive resigns voluntarily, which is accepted by the 
Board of Directors, it would only be informed to the Commission by the Exchange. 

5.2 In case a vacancy of Managing Director arises due to unforeseen reasons, the Exchange shall forward the new names 
to the Commission within 60 days from the date of submission of resignation or such vacation of office. 

5.3 In case the post of Managing Director/Chief Executive becomes vacant due to removal/resignation/premature termination 
of services or for any other reason, the Board will devise a suitable arrangement for looking after the work of Managing 
Director/Chief Executive until a new incumbent is appointed as Managing Director/Chief Executive. 

5.4 The appointment of the Managing Director shall be for a tenure not less than three years and not exceeding five years. 

5.5 The Managing Director shall not- 

(a) be a shareholder or an associate of a shareholder of the recognized commodity exchange Company or shareholder 
of an associate of a recognized commodity exchange Company as the case may be; 

(b) be a trading member or a clearing member, or his associate and agent, or shareholder of a trading member or 
clearing member or shareholder of an associate and agent of a trading member or a clearing member; or 

(c) hold any position concurrently in the subsidiary of a recognized commodity exchange or in any other entity 
associated with a recognized commodity exchange. 

Provided that the Managing Director of a recognized commodity exchange may be appointed on the Board of Directors, 
but not as Managing Director, of the subsidiary of a recognized commodity exchange. 

5.6 The Exchange shall constitute a Committee for the selection of the Managing Director/ Chief Executive, as the case 
may be. The Managing Director shall be selected through open advertisement in all editions of at least one national 
daily from amongst persons qualified in the fields of commodity market/capital market/finance/management and possessing 
sufficient experience. In case the Exchange proposes reappointment/extension or fresh appointment, the Commission 
should get a proposal from the Exchange for the appointment of Managing Director/Chief Executive two months prior 
to the last working day of such Managing Director. The Exchange shall submit an undertaking that the necessary due 
diligence has been carried out by them with respect to the verification of antecedents, credentials and experience of 
the proposed person/s. The proposal seeking approval of the Commission for the appointment/termination of services 
of Managing Director/Chief Executive shall be submitted to the Commission only with the prior approval of the Board 
of Directors of the Exchange. 

5.7 The Selection Committee shall comprise of five persons i.e., two independent directors, two shareholder directors and 
one independent external person. Further, the Exchanges shall ensure that one independent director shall be part of 
the Selection Committee and the meetings of such Committee at all times. 

5.8 At the time of seeking approval of the Commission for the appointment of the Managing Director/Chief Executive, the 
Exchange shall also seek approval for the remuneration and terms and conditions of the Managing Director/Chief 
Executive from the Commission. While recommending the remuneration for the Managing Director/Chief Executive, the 
Exchange shall take into consideration the following: 

a) Role and responsibilities of the Managing Director /Chief Executive 

b) Financial condition/health of the Exchange 

c) Comparability to the industry standards 

d) Revenues, net profit of the Exchange 

e) The Exchange shall ensure that the variable component of the remuneration of Managing Director/Chief Executive 
does not exceed one third of the total remuneration. 

I) No incentives are provided for excessive risks in the short term. 

g) The variable component of the remuneration is paid only after the audited annual accounts for the year are approved 
by the Board of Directors. 

h) Any change in the remuneration or conditions of service of Managing Director/Chief Executive will also require prior 
approval of the Commission. 
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i) The remuneration of Managing Director/Chief Executive of an Exchange already appointed with the approval of 
the Commission shall also be in accordance with the above norms. 

The points at (a) to (g) shall be considered by the commodity exchange Company while fixing the remuneration of the 
Key Management Personnel. The definition of Key Management Personnel will be as per Section 2(51) of the Companies 
Act, 2013. 

5.9 The Managing Director/Chief Executive of the Exchange should be a person of high caliber, integrity and expertise and 
should have sufficient authority to manage the affairs of the Exchange. 

5.10 It shall be the duty of the Managing Director/Chief Executive of the Exchange to ensure that at least once in a quarter, 
the Board of Directors is informed about the various directions of Central Government/Forward Markets Commission 
relating to Exchange and the status of their compliance. 

5.11 It shall be the duty of the Managing Director/Chief Executive to give effect to the directives, guidelines, orders, circulars 
issued by the Forward Markets Commission/Government of India in order to implement the applicable provisions of 
law, rules, and regulations as also the Rules, Regulations, Byelaws and Memorandum and Articles of Association of 
the Exchange. Any failure in this regard will make the Managing Director/Chief Executive liable for removal from or 
termination of service by the Board of Directors of the Exchange with the prior approval of the Forward Markets 
Commission, or on receipt of directions to that effect from the Forward Markets Commission, subject to the 
Managing Director/Chief Executive being given an opportunity of being heard against such termination or removal. 

5.12 The person to be appointed as Managing Director/Chief Executive of the Exchange should satisfy the criteria of "fit 
and proper person" as may be prescribed from time to time by the Commission. 

5.13. The Commission may suo motu remove or terminate the appointment of the Managing Director of the Company if 
deemed fit in public interest, provided that no Managing Director shall be removed unless he has been given a 
reasonable opportunity of being heard. 

5.14. The aforesaid provisions shall also be applicable if the Exchange appoints a Chief Executive Officer who is not a 
Managing Director. 

VI. CODE OF CONDUCT FOR DIRECTORS AND KEY MANAGEMENT PERSONNEL: 

6.1 Every director of the Company shall abide by the Code of Conduct as may be prescribed from time to time by the 
Commission. In addition, an Independent Director will also abide by the Code of Conduct as specifically laid down 
in Schedule IV of the Companies Act, 2013 

6.2 Every Director and Key Management Personnel of the Company shall abide by the Code of Ethics as may be 

prescribed from time to time by the Commission. The Exchange Company shall ensure that all key management 
personnel employed by them satisfy the criteria of "fit and proper person" as may be prescribed from time to time 
by the Commission. 

6.3 The Commission may, for any failure by the Directors to abide by these provisions or the Code of Conduct or Code 

of Ethics or in case of any conflict of interest, either upon a reference from the Exchange Company or suo moto, take 

appropriate action including removal or termination of the appointment of any director or key managerial personnel, 
after providing him a reasonable opportunity of being heard. 

Vn. CORPORATE GOVERNANCE NORMS: 

Since the Company is registered under the Companies Act, 2013, the Rules pertaining to Corporate Governance notified 
under the Companies Act, 2013 and the requirements thereunder shall be applicable to the Company. 

133 Chairperson of the Board 

The Chairperson of the Board of Directors of the Exchange shall be an Independent Director and shall be appointed 
with the prior approval of the Commission. The Board of Directors may elect Chairperson out of Independent Directors 
and determine the period for which he shall hold office. All meetings of the Board shall be presided over by such 
Chairperson, if present. But if at any meeting of the Board of Directors, the Chairperson be not present, within 15 
minutes from the time appointed for holding the same, the Directors, shall choose one of the Independent Directors 
then present to preside at the meeting. 
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138 Committees of the Board of Directors

Amendment in the Bye-laws of the Company by replacing the following Clause No. 3 (b) of Chapter 14 of Bye-laws of the 
Company with the existing Clause: 

3 (b) "All penalties levied and collected by the Exchange except the settlement related penalties which includes 
delivery default penalties, will be part of Investor Protection Fund after deducting the cost of administration. 
The cost of administration shall not exceed 10 (Ten) percent" 
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
